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Abortion 
debate 

emerges 
In Senate

The divisive issue of abor- 
tion emerged Monday as 
an obstacle to Senate pas- 
sage of President Obama’s 
health care overhaul as a 
moderate Democrat pro- 
posed tough restrictions 
that liberals said they could 
not possibly accept. 

The amendment by Sen. Ben Nelson (D-Neb.) 
would bar any private insurance company from 
offering plans to cover abortion if they receive 
federal subsidies. In practice, the restriction would 
apply to most plans within a proposed new insur- 
ance marketplace, or exchange, since most people 
shopping in the exchange would be using federal 
subsidies to purchase coverage. 

The amendment also would block a proposed 
new government insurance plan from covering 
abortions except in cases of rape, incest or danger 
to the mother’s life. 

Joining Nelson in sponsoring the amendment 
was another anti-abortion Democrat, Bob Casey 
of Pennsylvania, along with eight Republicans. The 
measure is unlikely to get the necessary 60 votes 
to pass, but Nelson has threatened to oppose the 
underlying health care legislation if it doesn’t. 

“As written, the Senate health care bill allows 
taxpayer dollars, directly and indirectly, to pay for 
insurance plans that cover abortion,” Nelson said in 
a statement. “Most Nebraskans, and Americans, do 
not favor using public funds to cover abortion and as 
aresult this bill shouldn’t open the door to do so.” 

Other Democrats said the amendment, expect- 
ed to come to a vote Tuesday, goes too far by mak- 
ing it difficult for patients to use their own money 
to purchase coverage for a legal medical procedure, 
since there could be few, if any, plans offering the 
coverage.

Drama-charged global 
climate conference 
kicks off in Copenhagen

The largest and most important U.N. climate 
change conference in history opened Monday, 
with organizers warning diplomats from 192 
nations that this could be the best, last chance 
for a deal to protect the world from calamitous 
global warming. 

The two-week conference, the climax of two 
years of contentious negotiations, convened in 
an upbeat mood after a series of promises by 
rich and emerging economies to curb their 
greenhouse gases, but with major issues yet to 
be resolved. 

Conference president Connie Hedegaard 
said the key to an agreement is finding a way 
to raise and channel public and private financ- 
ing to poor countries for years to come to help 
them fight the effects of climate change. 

Hedegaard— Denmark’s former climate min- 
ister—said if governments miss their chance at 
the Copenhagen summit, a better opportunity 
may never come. 

“This is our chance. If we miss it, it could 
take years before we got a new and better one. 
If we ever do,” she said. 

Denmark’s prime minister said 110 heads of 
state and government will attend the final days 
of the conference. President Obama’s decision 
to attend the end of the conference, not the 
middle, was taken as a signal that an agreement 
was getting closer. 

The conference opened with video clips of 
children from around the globe urging del- 
egates to help them grow up in a world without 
catastrophic warming. 

At stake is a deal that aims to wean the world 
away from fossil fuels and other pollutants to 
greener sources of energy, and to transfer hun- 
dreds of billions of dollars from rich to poor 
countries every year over decades to help them 
adapt to climate change.

Rod Blagojevich 
next month to avoid pos- 
sible delays in their case 
due to a looming US. 
Supreme Court decision 
on one of their favorite weapons in public corrup- 
tion cases, the US. attorney’s office said Monday. 

The high court is scheduled to hear oral argu- 
ments Tuesday on limiting the “honest servic- 
es” fraud law, which criminalizes activity that 
deprives the public or the government of the 
right to have public officials perform their duties 
honestly. 

The law has been a mainstay of federal public 
corruption cases and prosecutors are relying on it 
for a number of the charges against Blagojevich, 
accusing him of illegally leveraging the powers of 
his office to benefit himself. 

In acourt filing Monday, prosecutors said they 
will revise the charges against Blagojevich to avoid 
any complications that could delay the start of his 
scheduled June trial. Prosecutors said they would 
handle the honest services question in the new fil- 
ing against the former governor, but plan to stick 
with the same basic allegations. 

Among the charges against the former gover- 
nor is that he sought something for himself— 
including perhaps a job—in exchange for his 
appointment of someone to fill the Senate seat 
vacated by President Obama. 

‘At this time, it is anticipated that any new 
charges would be based on the underlying con- 
duct that currently encompasses the pending 
charges,” Assistant US. Atty. Reid Schar wrote 
in the court filing. 

Blagojevich’s defense had proposed mov- 
ing the Blagojevich trial date back so that any 
impact from a Supreme Court decision on hon- 
est services could be absorbed. 

US. District Judge James Zagel denied that 
request but asked the government to file a writ- 
ten response. Schar wrote that some of the counts 
against Blagojevich would be dropped if the high 
court severely limited the use of honest services.

Local man charged 
in Mumbai attack

Months before a team of terrorists killed 170 
people in coordinated attacks in Mumbai, a 
Chicago man was conducting surveillance of 
the hotels and other locations that would come 
under assault, prosecutors here said Monday. 

David Coleman Headley, a shadowy figure 
who changed his name from Daood Gilani in 
2006 inan effort to ease his travel, was charged 
by federal authorities with conducting key 
surveillance that helped plan the November 
2008 attacks in the Indian city. Headley, a 
Pakistani American, allegedly made a num- 
ber of trips over the course of two years to 
visit locations including the Taj Mahal Hotel, 
which was stormed by terrorist gunmen. 

The criminal complaint said Headley con- 
cealed his missions by purporting to represent 
a business owned by another Chicagoan. He

allegedly took his pictures and videotapes to 
Pakistan, where he met with leaders of the 
terrorist organization blamed for the Mumbai 
attacks, Lashkar-e“Iaiba.

“In or around March 2008, Headley was 
instructed to take boat trips in and around 
the Mumbai harbor and take surveillance 
video, which Headley did,” the criminal com- 
plaint said. 

“Headley met with other co-conspirators 
and discussed potential landing sites for a 
team of attackers who would arrive by sea in 
Mumbai, India,” the complaint stated. 

Headley, 49, was one of two Chicago 
men charged in October in an alleged plot 
to attack the Jyllands-Posten newspaper in 
Denmark over its publication of unflatter- 
ing cartoons of the Prophet Muhammad. He 
conducted surveillance of the paper’s offices 
in Copenhagen as recently as January, author- 
ities have said, and was arrested at O’Hare as 
he tried to make his way to Pakistan with 
photos from his scouting trip.

Police alter 
missing 
person alerts 


In the past five days, Chicago police have released 
11 alerts to the media about residents who have been 
reported missing. 

They include a 14-year-old girl who was last seen by her 
mother in the early morning heading to school. There is 
another teen girl who likes to wear her ponytail on the 
right side of her head. A teen boy who left a CTA stop 
to retrieve his bus pass back at school, never to be seen 
again. A 74-year-old man with dementia; a 23-year-old 
woman. 

The seeming flurry of reports comes in the wake of 
questions about why no information was released to news 
outlets about the disappearance of 12-year-old Jahmeshia 
Conner, who was found strangled Nov. 30 in a South Side 
alley two weeks after she was reported missing. 

Department officials said Monday that they had 
slightly altered procedures on media alerts. Previously, 
only one shift released the alerts to news outlets, typi- 
cally via e-mail. But the news affairs office has started 
releasing the Critical Reach alerts on each of its three 
shifts, department spokesman Roderick Drew said. 

The Critical Reach alerts are generated by the 
detectives who investigate the cases. Critical Reach 
refers to a national network of agencies, including 
hospitals, that might come into contact with the miss- 
ing person. 

It was not immediately clear whether the change had 
generated more alerts. Department officials also could 
not say whether the 11 alerts represented a spike, or 
exactly how the Critical Reach alerts were handled in 
the past. 


Teen is accused of 
stealing officer’s car 


A17-year-old South Chicago resident accused of beating 
an off-duty police officer and stealing her car because 
he was cold is being held in lieu of $250,000 bail at the 
Cook County Jail. At about 9:25 p.m Sunday, George 
Floyd of the 8200 block of South Marquette Avenue 
approached a 39-year-old officer as she was entering 
her residence on the 1500 block of East 85th Street, 
according to Assistant State’s Atty. Erin Antonietti. 
Floyd allegedly pushed her to the ground and began 
beating her. 

The woman identified herself as a police officer, but 
Floyd continued to punch her in the head and body, then 
took the keys to her 2002 Chevrolet Tracker and drove 
off. He was arrested in the 8800 block of South Houston 
Avenue about 10 minutes later after leading police ona 
brief car chase, authorities said. After his arrest, he alleg- 
edly admitted to attacking the officer and stealing her 
vehicle.

The family of an autistic teenager allegedly 
hit in the head by a Chicago police offi- 
cer filed a lawsuit in federal court Monday 
against the police department, as well as the 
agency that investigates department com- 
plaints. 

The lawsuit says two Chicago police offi- 
cers in April chased Oscar Guzman, who was 
16 at the time, into his family’s restaurant in 
Little Village and “beat Oscar in the head” 
with a baton, despite family members pro- 
testing that Guzman had special needs. 

“How can I tell him [the police} will protect 
you if they are the ones who injured him?” said 
Nubia Guzman, the teen’s older sister. 

A police report obtained by the Tribune 
stated that a police officer at scene tried to

“subdue” Oscar Guzman by grabbing his 
wrist, and the teenager struck the officer in 
the chest with his hands. The police officer 
then attempted to strike Oscar Guzman 
in the shoulder but hit the teenager’s head 
instead, the report stated. 

Attorneys for the Guzman family said 
Oscar Guzman didn’t hit the officer. 

Officials from the police department and 
Independent Police Review Authority could 
not be reached for comment. 

The lawsuit accuses IPRA, the agency that 
investigates complaints, of using investiga- 
tive techniques that favor police employees. 
Attorneys for the Guzman family said the 
agency is not transparent and takes too long 
to address complaints.

In another, ayoung woman, overcome by tear gas, 
slumped to the ground, as two other students tried to help her.

Clausen, Tate leaving school early to enter NFL draft

SOUTH BEND, Ind. In three seasons at Notre Dame, 
Jimmy Clausen and Golden Tate won 16 games and 
played in one obscure bowl. 

It was hardly the echo-waking either envisioned 
when they arrived on campus, but unfinished busi- 
ness could not compare to perfect timing for an 
NFLleap. So both players made official Monday 
what most expected since the middle of the 2009 
season: They will skip their senior seasons at Notre 
Dame and head to the professional ranks. 

“When you come to a college program, you go 
to win a national championship and win as many 
games as you can,” Clausen said at a news confer- 
ence. “We didn’t do that, we didn’t reach our full 
potential. At same time, this is the next step in our 
lives. It’s time for us to move on.” 

It’s hard to argue with that, which is probably 
what former Irish coach Charlie Weis—who sat 
with the players Monday at their request, but did 
not make any comments — told Clausen and Tate 
last week. 

In fact, it’s precisely what Weis told Clausen, who 
threw for 3,722 yards and 28 touchdowns in 2009. 
According to Clausen, when the two sat down last 
week, Weis “just told me I’m ready to go.” 

Clausen arrived at Notre Dame in 2007 as the 
most-hyped Notre Dame quarterback since Ron 
Powlus arrived in 1993. Clausen announced his 
decision at an event at the College Football Hall 
of Fame, arriving ina Hummer limo, flashing three 
rings he won playing high school football and said 
he was coming to Notre Dame “to try to get four 
national championship rings.” 

Instead, he posted a 16-18 record in 34 starts 
for the Irish. He finished this season ranked 
second in the country in pass efficiency behind 
Boise State’s Kellen Moore. Clausen was 289-of- 
425 passing for 3,722 yards and 28 touchdowns 
this year with four interceptions. He averaged 
310 yards a game passing. 


Dynamic duo 


Jimmy Clausen and Golden Tate were a huge 
part of the Notre Dame offense this season. 
Here’s what the Irish will have to replace next 
year after the two announced Monday that they 
were skipping their senior years to enter the 
NFL draft. (Stats are for 2009 season only.)

“T just hope that I left this place better than I 
found it,” Clausen said. “I’ve met so many great 
people here. I hope they can say that about me. 
I’ve had a special time here. When I think about 
not being here next semester and next year, it gives 
me chills. I was a great time in my life; I couldn’t 
ask for anything more.” 

Tate, too, felt there was little left to accomplish 
individually. 

A former high school running back, Tate barely 
could run a route correctly when he arrived at 
Notre Dame. He began showing progress last 
season, leading the Irish in all-purpose yards with 
1,754. But he flourished in 2009, becoming a more 
well-rounded receiver and repeatedly making high- 
light-reel catches. 

Tate was even talked about as a possible Heisman 
Trophy contender until the Irish lost their last four 
games. This year, Tate had 93 catches for 1,496 
yards with 15 receiving TDs and two rushing TDs 
and a punt return for a touchdown. 

“With the year I had this year, it was kind of hard 
to stay,” Tate said. “To be honest, I don’t think I can 
do much better next year or any year in college. 
The time was right.” ap CONTRIBUTED.

Cincinnati coach Brian Kelly confirmed 
through his Twitter account Monday that 
Notre Dame had contacted him and further 
discussions would take place. 

“Just informed our team that Notre Dame 
has contacted me and I will listen to what 
they have to say,” Kelly wrote. 

Earlier Monday, ESPN reported that 
Kelly would interview with the Irish this 
week, and Kelly told “The Dan Patrick 
Show” that “there’s a chance I could look at 
another job.” 

Meanwhile, the New York Times report- 
ed that Notre Dame athletic director Jack 


Swarbrick either will meet or has met with 
Stanford coach Jim Harbaugh. The paper 
cited a person briefed on Notre Dame’s 
search process. 

Harbaugh, however, denied he was inter- 
ested in the job. 

“There’s no meeting,” Harbaugh told 


ESPN sideline reporter Michelle Tafoya 
before the start of Monday’s game between 
the Green Bay Packers and Baltimore 
Ravens. Harbaugh’s brother, John, coaches 
the Ravens. 

“I haven’t talked to anyone at Notre 
Dame. I haven't talked to anyone at Notre 
Dame about a meeting,” Harbaugh said. “I 
don’t talk about other jobs. I don’t talk about 
other opportunities. I’m the head coach at 
Stanford University.” 

When asked if he would be back at 
Stanford next season, Harbaugh, the former 
Bears quarterback, paused. 

“T love Stanford,” he said. “And god will- 
ing, Michelle, I will be back at Stanford.”

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SOME CHICAGOANS WILL DO 
ANYTHING TO GET ON THE 
FAST-TRACK TO A FILM GIG

On her very first day as a production assistant, 
Senica Billingsley had a celebrity run-in she’s 
come to brag about for years. 

Billingsley said she was sitting, freezing, in 
atent on the set of “The Ice Harvest,” a 2005 
John Cusack movie shot in the Chicago sub- 
urbs, when co-star Billy Bob Thornton walked 
in about 3 a.m. and started telling stories about 
how he and Willie Nelson used to party “like 
the Irish.” 

Billingsley commented that she was Irish. 
Next thing she knew, she said, Thornton had 
walked over, cupped Billingsley’s face, and 
planted a kiss on her lips. 

“He pulls back, and he’s like, ‘Oh, yeah, 
youre Irish,” Billingsley, now 31 and living in 
Bolingbrook, recalled. “I was too shocked to 
even process it.” (Thornton’s rep did not imme- 
diately respond to a request for confirmation.) 

Chicago may be no Hollywood, but produc- 
tion assistants who call the Windy City home 
still get plenty of action. 

While a smooch from a star rarely is in the 
cards, PAs, as they’re called in the biz, happily 
sacrifice their personal lives and countless hours 
of sleep to be a part of Chicago’s movie-making 
magic, usually hoping the experience will set 
them on paths to becoming filmmakers. 

The entry-level gig is about as unglamorous 
as it gets. PAs are among the lowliest cogs in 
the film shoot machine, spending 13-hour days

“T consider us a breed of carnies,” said Will 
Higgins, 23, who got his first PA job on “The 
Express” while he was in college. “It’s nuts, but 
I like nuts.” 

Though L.A. is the holy grail for PA jobs, 
some Chicagoans prefer to stay close to home — 
and there’s usually enough work here that they 
can, This year was rough, as few big budget 
Hollywood films came to Chicago because of 
the poor economy and generous tax incentives

America to shoot a film (after California, New 
York and New Mexico), and also referenced its 
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“deep crew base.” 
Still, some locals are open to heading west. 
“Tt’s more of a struggle in Chicago because 


there are less jobs,” said Billingsley, who has 
moved up the ranks and now usually works as 
an assistant director. “I’m definitely going to go 
where the work takes me.” 

Getting the first PA gig usually takes connec- 
tions — through friends, family or school—and 
after that the jobs come through referral, refer- 
ral, referral. With pay low and competition 
fierce, PAs often have to take any and almost 
every job they can to cobble together a living.

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SLOWER GOING FOR CHICAGO FILMING

After a couple of big years hosting film 
shoots—2007 brought in a record $155 million in 
film revenue, thanks in large part to “The Dark 
Knight”—Chicago has had a slow 2009. 

The only major films to shoot in Chicago this 
year were “Nightmare on Elm Street,” “Little 
Fockers” and small parts of “Couples Retreat,” 
and there were no full-time TV series, said Rich 
Moskal, head of the Chicago Film Office. 

“The Last Rights of Joe May,” a film with 
Dennis Farina, is scheduled to start shooting in 
December.

The economy is a big culprit, as fewer films 
are being made overall, and those that are in 
production are trying to save their pennies by 
going to states with the most generous incentive 
programs, Moskal said. 

Though Illinois has a strong refund 
program—the Illinois Film Production Tax Credit 
Act, approved in December 2008 and with no 
expiration, gives filmmakers a 30 percent tax 
refund on all local hires and other expenditures 
made in the state—several other states give 
back more. Michigan boasts a credit up to 42 
percent on local production expenditures, and 
Massachusetts and Georgia count the salaries of 
out-of-town hires in the local production costs,

including those of big-name actors and directors. 

There are no plans for Illinois to beef up its credit. 

“Should we be giving the store away because 
everyone else is giving the store away?” Moskal 
asked.

5. Trim a strip of fake lashes to match the length of your lash 
line. Apply a dental floss-width of adhesive to the lash band 
with a Q-tip. Allow adhesive to get a bit tacky and place directly 
above the lash line. 

6. Finally, bronze your cheeks and apply nude lipstick and 
shimmery gloss.
